S.C.S. INSURANCE OFFICE 
CLOSING 


As we announced previously, the 
Insurance Company of North America 
(INA) is withdrawing from the automo- 
bile and homeowner’s payroll deduction 
insurance plan. We have selected Trav- 
elers Indemnity Company to provide this 
type of program as of December 1, 1977. 
The Travelers has provided such services 
since 1968, and today administers more 
programs of this type than any other 
company in the insurance industry. Since 
this change will affect thousands of em- 
ployees, we spoke with Juanita Reeves 
Manager of Vineland Agency, for an 
explanation of what will be involved in 
this change. 

It should be noted that the Vineland 
Agency is a subsidiary of Walt Disney 
Productions and sells all types of insur 
ance plans and programs. The services 
the Agency are available to all employ: 
regardless of employment status. Vine 
land does not own, and in the past has 
not operated, the SCS office. Juanita 
wanted to stress some specific points 
before answering our questions. 


Juanita: First of all, current SCS 
insurance policies will continue until 
December 1, 1977 (unless you request a 
cancellation) and so will payroll deduc- 
tions. The INA employees have left Walt 
Disney World and our own Vineland 
Agency cast members are now taking care 
of any changes you need in your SCS 
policies through December 1, 1977. 


EYES & EARS: What has been 
Disney’s association with SCS?

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The speeches were made, then it was 
time for Mickey to hand Bob Allen that 
final name. 

As Bob announced Debby Bennett as 
our 1977 Walt Disney World Ambassador, 
no one was more surprised than her! 

With Fall here, Debby’s attention will 
soon be turning to the search for our 
1978 Ambassador. We thought this 
would be a good time to talk with her 
about the program and her impressions 
of it. 

EYES & EARS: When you think of 
an ambassador, thoughts of traveling to 
far off places come to mind. Has your 
year involved much travel? 

Debby: Suzy O’Hara, our 1975 
Ambassador, traveled hundreds of 
thousands of miles all across the world 
inviting foreign dignitaries and heads of 
state to visit America and Walt Disney 
World during our national Bicentennial 
celebrations. But the Bicentennial is over 
and that could mean less international 
travel. 

The Ambassador’s travels are based on 
what’s going on in the company. We 
don’t just pick up and fly off. . .there 
has to be a reason to go and a plan 
worked out in advance. 

My year has not included international 
travel, but lots of national travel. I’ve 
visited over 30 major American cities. . . 
mostly on Target Market campaigns. . . 
participated on a Southeastern states tour, 
and take off again this month for another 
six weeks of Target Markets. 

EYES & EARS: Gee, sounds like fun 
. . -just pack your bags and take off for 
six weeks of traveling from city to city. 

Debby: The traveling is fun, but it 
can be very demanding. You have to 
remember that as Ambassador, you are 
on stage every moment, meeting a new 
and different group of people maybe 
several times a day. Each group has 
questions and requests, and we have to 
respond to them. And on Target Mar- 
kets, the pace is extremely hectic and 
tiring. Sure, it’s fun, but it’s work too! 

EYES & EARS: Besides traveling, 
what else has your year included? 

Debby: My year has mostly been 
public addresses, television appearances,

hospital beds to the President of the United States. 





radio talk shows, and escorting VIPs 
touring the Magic Kingdom. I’ve found 
that my job isn’t to sell Walt Disney 
World. . .it sells itself. . .but to answer 
questions, to educate people on what 
we have to offer. And do they ever ask 
the questions! 

More than anything else, I’ve found 
my year to be a rewarding learning 
experience. 

EYES & EARS: Public speaking has 
been a large part of your job. Does it 
come naturally? 

Debby: It was very difficult for me to 
get up in front of people and speak. And 
that was relatively small groups. As Am- 
bassador, I’ve had to speak before thou- 
sands of people live, millions on 
television. 

But the Ambassador goes through an 
extensive training program before ever 
going before a group. This really helped 
me, working with experts like Marita Orr 
in Entertainment, and others. 

I still get nervous until | get going. . . 
then I’m all right. | just keep thinking 
that there’s nobody else here to do it 
except me. And | try to do my best. 

EYES & EARS: Sometimes with un- 
expected results. We hope you aren’t 
sensitive about this, but we were in the 
press gallery that morning you intro- 
duced Phil Donahue as Mike Douglas on 
national TV. 

Debby: It wasn’t funny at the time. . . 
at least not to me. . .but time heals all 
wounds. Looking back, that’s one event 
in my year I'll never forget! 

What happened was that we were 
leaving straight from the Phil Donahue 
Show to fly to Philadelphia to be on the 
Mike Douglas Show. I'd been reading 
scripts, schedules, trying to make sure I’d 
packed everything. . .and goofed. 

EYES & EARS: Well, it didn’t seem 
to bother Phil. . .he left it in the show. 

Debby: The next week, | received a 
nice letter from Phil about all the kidding 
he got from Mike Douglas. Seems that 
was the third time he had been introduced 
as Mike. 

EYES & EARS: Let's turn the table 
around. . .have you ever been mis-intro- 
duced? 
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. just about everyone from children confined to 








Debby: Several times. Once, | was 
appearing on an open-line radio talk show, 
where people could call in and ask me 
questions. Somebody blurred my title 
somewhere along the line, because some 
people thought the DJ said | was the 
Ambassador from Israel. That could have 
made for an interesting discussion. 

Another time, Mike Douglas told the 
audience that his first guest was Twiggy 
. . and called me out. | received a huge 
round of applause and no one caught on 
at first, until Mike broke down laughing. 


EYES & EARS: So, it looks like you 
have to be able to maintain a sense of 
humor to be our Ambassador. But what 
other qualities are needed? 


Debby: Attitude more than anything 
else. . .certainly more than time with the 
company. | had worked here only six 
months at the Village Restaurant as a 
hostess when last year’s search began. My 
supervisor kept after me to submit an 
application, but | kept saying. . .maybe 
next year. Finally, | went ahead and 
sent in the application. 

With this year’s search getting under- 
way later this month, | highly recommend 
that if you know of someone who is 
qualified, encourage them to apply. . . 
because you never know! 

EYES & EARS: Your reign is only 
two-thirds over, does it bother you that 
we are already hot on the trail of our 
1978 Ambassador? 


Debby: Not at all. I’m getting ex- 
cited about training a new Ambassador, 
getting involved in next year’s program. 

| can’t believe the year is closing, but 
by December 31st I’ll be ready to go on 
to something new. . .hopefully some- 
thing where | can apply the incredible 
wealth of knowledge | have been exposed 
to this year. 

I’ve learned a lot about our company 
this year, a lot about people. But | guess 
I’ve learned more about myself than any- 
thing else. It’s a great program and I’m 
envious of whoever gets it next year! 

EYES & EARS: Debby, thanks for 
the interview, and we are all looking 
forward to working with you as our 
1978 Ambassador search gets underway.

Juanita: First of all, the Security 
Counseling Service. . .called SCS for short 
...iS a payroll deduction plan for per- 
sonal insurance which is totally owned by 
INA, not Disney. Our company merely 
collects the premiums through payroll ` 
deductions for your convenience and 
passes that money on to INA. The In- 
surance Company of North America. . . 
not Disney. . .controls the rate structure 
of insurance for SCS. 


EYES & EARS: So SCS is being with- 
drawn. When and why? 

Juanita: All SCS policies will be can- 
celed effective December 1, 1977. Pay- 
roll deductions for these policies will 
continue until then. The Insurance 
Company of North America is with- 
drawing all of their SCS payroll deduc- 
tion plans throughout the country. INA 
is just no longer going to write this type 
of program. 

EYES & EARS: Does that mean we 
are all uninsured as of December 1st? 

Juanita: Not necessarily, but there 
will no longer be any SCS policies. 
Travelers Indemnity Company will be 
providing payroll deduction automobile 
and homeowner's policies as of Decem- 
ber 1st for cast members. 

EYES & EARS: Then SCS will remain, 
under Travelers? 

Juanita: Yes and no. SCS is an offi- 
cial name used by INA for their payroll 
deduction programs. . .and the name 
leaves with them. Travelers will offer a 
similar program, but under a new name. 
That name hasn't been decided yet. 


EYES & EARS: Is it going to be a 
blanket transfer, that is, is everyone in- 
sured under SCS going to be picked up 
by Travelers? 

Juanita: No. Travelers is currently 
reviewing every policy held by SCS, and 
based on their internal guidelines and 
procedures, will decide which policies 
they will carry. 

Acceptance by Travelers is based on 
your past driving record, the type of car 
you own, age and other factors. Because 
of this, some policies currently carried by 
SCS will not be accepted by Travelers for 
their payroll deduction program, and 
others could be accepted at a higher pre- 
mium. Every insurance company makes 
its own decisions as to what policies they 
will write. 

EYES & EARS: Then how will we 
know? 

Juanita: At this time, Travelers is 
reviewing all SCS policies, and we do not 
know the status of individual policies. 
Within the next two weeks, each SCS in- 
sured employee will receive a letter out- 
lining Travelers’ position regarding their 
policy. The letter will state that your 
policy has tentatively been accepted at 
the standard premium, is being offered at 
a higher premium, or that they will not 
cover you. If you are tentatively accept- 
ed by Travelers, you will receive a ques- 


tionnaire with your letter. Complete this 
form and return it immediately. Travelers 
will not be able to make a final decision 
until they receive the completed form. 

Travelers will then take this question- 
naire, run a motor vehicle report (a check 
for accidents and tickets) and then make 
a final determination on your acceptabil- 
ity and at what premium. 


EYES & EARS: And if you are ac- 
cetable for payroll deduction insurance? 

Juanita: Then Travelers will mail you 
a policy and Payroll Deduction Authori- 
zation card. If you accept the new policy 
at the premium stated on it, then simply 
sign the Payroll Deduction Authorization 
card and mail it back to Travelers or bring 
it to the Vineland office on the 2nd floor 
at The Center. You keep the policy. 

If you reject the policy, then write 
cancel across it, sign your name and mail 
to Travelers or bring to the Vineland 
office. 


EYES & EARS: Is there a deadline? 

Juanita: Yes, and a very important 
one. If you accept the Travelers policy, 
you must sign the Payroll Deduction 
Authorization card and return it before 
November 21, 1977, for processing. If 
you fail to do so, your insurance will ex- 
pire on December 1st. It’s as simple as 
that. . .no card, no insurance. 

EYES & EARS: And what about the 
people Travelers will not accept? 

Juanita: If you are rejected, come in 
to the Vineland Agency and we will assist 
you in locating another insurance compa- 
ny to cover you. But keep in mind that 
these policies will not be on a payroll 
deduction plan. 





Rose Mary FitzGerald, Assistant Supervisor of 
the Vineland Agency, and Juanita Reeves, 
(sitting) Manager, are literally “swamped” with 
insurance files as they assist in the change-over 
from SCS to Travelers. Juanita emphasized 
that you should not call them for information 
at this time as they have no individual status 
on SCS policies, but wait for the letter from 
Travelers. 
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EYES & EARS: Will Travelers offer 
the same range of insurance as SCS did? 

Juanita: Travelers will carry auto and 
homeowner's policies only, and they will 
not be providing extensions to home- 
owner’s policies as SCS did. 

If you have a boat, furs, jewelry and 
the like insured under your present SCS 
Policy, then you will need to come in to 
the Vineland Agency and let us assist you 
in finding new policies for these items. 
And these will not be payroll deduction 
either. 

EYES & EARS: So, the bottom line 
is that you, Vineland and Walt Disney 
World have no control over Travelers 
decision as to the acceptability of policies, 
and the rate they will offer? 

Juanita: That's correct. At this point, 
it'd be better for you to wait for the letter 
from Travelers. . .it will explain every- 
thing you will need to know. And don’t 
forget that you must mail your Payroll 
Deduction Authorization card back 
before November 21 to continue your 
coverage. 

If you have moved and not notified 
SCS, please call extension 4491 and give 
them your new address, otherwise, you 
might not receive the information 
Travelers is sending out.
